"From which an intention to evade the provisions of
this chapter appears," and by inserting in lieu there-
of the following words : " shall be deemed guilty of a
misdemeanor, and."

SEC. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.

SECTION 1. That section twenty-eight, of chapter
sixty-four of the general statutes, he amended so as to
read as follows:

Section 28. In the fourth judicial district, in the
county of Hennepin, on the first Tuesday in May and
third Tuesday in November. In the county of Carver,
on the third Tuesday in October and the third Tues-
day in March. In the county of Meeker, on the second
Tuesday in September. In the county of Wright, on
the second Tuesday in April and the fourth Tuesday
in September. In the county of An oka, on the third
Tuesday in December. In the county of McLeod, on
the third Tuesday in September.

SBC. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
